The greatest difficulty in the develop- 
ment of lithographic 
stone quarries In 
the United States has been the high 
cost of quarrying and preparing the

Bavarian stone.

stone is reported to occur in thin lay- 
ers that require only planing and pol- 
ishing before use, whereas all known 
deposits in the United States that are 
at all suitable for lithographic
